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FISHERIES  PROGRAM 


The  overall  objective  of  the  Fisheries  Program  is  to  facilitate  further  development  of  the 
commercial  fishing  and  recreational  fishing  and  boating  industries  in  the  Commonwealth 
through  education,  research,  and  demonstration  programs.  Our  major  effort  has  been  in 
establishing  a  Fisheries  and  Marine  Science  Education  Center  at  Massachusetts  Maritime 
Academy.  The  goal  is  to  provide  cadets,  fishermen,  and  interested  persons  with  the  best 
possible  fisheries  and  small  boat  training  programs  available.  Program  costs  are  low  because 
they  are  partially  supported  by  federal  and  state  grants. 

Fisheries  Research  Vessel 

The  Fisheries  Program  operates  the  68-foot  research  vessel  EDGERTON  which  is  equipped 
with  a  complete  array  of  electronic  navigational  aids,  oceanographic  equipment,  and  fishing 
gear. 

Fishing  /  Navigation  Simulator 

Recently,  the  Academy  purchased  a  fishing/navigation  simulator  which  provides  displays  via 
actual  loran  receiver  and  video  plotter,  fish  finder,  net  sounder,  sonar,  warp  tension  meter,  warp 
length  indicator,  speed  log,  rudder  angle  indicator,  and  other  navigational  instruments.  This 
simulator  is  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the  western  hemisphere  and  will  be  able  to  provide  realistic 
training  in  fishing  instrument  operation,  purse  seining,  pair  trawling,  and  single-boat  trawling. 

Fishing  Vessel  Safety  Training  Center 

Working  aboard  fishing  vessels  has  its  special  hazards  and  safety  rules.  The  best  insurance 
policy  against  vessel  accidents  is  prevention.  The  primary  goal  of  the  Fishing  Vessel  Safety 
Training  Center  is  to  develop  an  overall  safety  education  program  aimed  at  improving  the  safety 
record  of  commercial  fishing  vessels.  Our  programs  are  designed  to  demonstrate  hands-on 
training  in  various  fire-fighting,  damage  control,  heavy  sea  survival  and  vessel  handling 
techniques,  and  are  primarily  for  fishermen  in  the  northeast  region  and  for  selected  members 
from  other  regions. 

FISHING  VESSEL  SAFETY  EDUCATION  PROGRAM 

The  Massachusetts  Maritime  Academy  Marine  Fisheries  Program,  supported  by  grants  from 
the  National  Oceanic  and  Atmospheric  Administration  through  the  Saltonstall  -  Kennedy 
Fisheries  Development  Fund,  has  designed  and  conducts  a  Fishing  Vessel  Safety  Education 
Program.  The  primary  goal  of  this  training  program  is  to  improve  the  safety  record  of 
commercial  fishing  vessels  in  the  northeast  region  of  the  U.S.  This  is  a  comprehensive 
continuing  education  program  for  the  practical  demonstration  of  survival  at  sea.  Every 
candidate  completing  the  safety  courses  included  in  the  following  Fishing  Vessel  Safety 
Education  Program  curriculum  will  be  issued  a  certificate  of  completion.
